"HE Proprietors, Merchants, aid @thers, “intespfied in the iflands 

of St Vincent’s aud Dominica, refiditig in TH) ot, bee leave to 
addrefs the generous and compaflionate public on behamot the poor in- 
habitants of thofe iflands, who are fuficrers by the late Argediul and cay 
lamitous burricane. They world have made this appligation fooner, 
but thofe iflands being in pofleifion of the French, they could not b+ 
tain any certain accouts.of the loffes and faffurings. till gery lately ; 
and having an idua from the di@event advertifemerts which firit ag’ 
ed in.the papers, that the charitable fubfcriptions and contributions ¥ 
the public were intent d for the Weft India fufferers ji general, and 
not fufpegting that their donations were t» be divided betwee  Barba- 
does and Jamaica only, an application was made: to the Committee 
( which’ at fir(t was arcommittee appointed for the Welt India fufferer$ 
jn general) by the gentlemen in St. Vincent’s and Dominica, and they 


+ were’ informed, that it was détermined that the faid-Committee had not 


a power to admit the faflecers of St Vincent's and Dominica to partrke 
of any part of the public contributions, which came .to their hands ; 
“hot apprehending the futferers of the. aforefaid two iflands had alto a 
daim to the benevolence of the public, wefe of opinion, that a feparate 
applicationthoald be rather made for tlixt purpofe. 
/. By the moft: authentic accounts recived of the effedis of the late 
dreadiul hurticane, there, are not-above fix, fugar-works left wholly 
‘ ftanding in the ifland of St Vincent's; that almoft all the houfes in 
Kingflon (the capital), and of all other towns in the faid ifland, are to- 
tally deftroyed ; and that*many whites, as well as flaves, to the amount 
of between four-and ‘five hundred, ‘perithed in that dreadful cataftrophe 
bythe fall of the buildings. A great part of the live ftock, and the ma- 
pufadtured produce, and the ground .ang ether provifions, to a very 
large amount, were alfy totally deflroyed. ; 

‘And in the ifland of Dominica, the town of Rofeau, in all its lower 
parts, inbabited by the Englifh, is almolt wholby deftroyed ; ard from 
the general want of provifions, and other neceflaries, many flaves have 
deferted their owners, and ‘being, formed into bands in the woods, and 
from thence making frequent incurfions on the eftates, committing vio- 
lent outrages and depredations, not even abftaining from murders. 

Theilo(s fulained at the iflands is of fuch magnitude, that it, cannot 
be yet afeertained, and 
colianid, in their prefent fituation ander conqueft, notwithitanding 
the humage and polite behaviour of the French commander, we tremble 
at the dreadful comiequences of their calamity, the miferabie fiferers 
being deftitute of moncy, credit, and refources of all kinds, and: fland- 
ing expofed not ofily to famine, byt likewife to the rigour of that up- 

“Healthy -dimate, ‘confequently’ mutt * fink under’ their misfortunes, un- 
jefs fome relief be adminiftered to them by this country, “As there is 
ino séafort to @xpectithat the Feehch,; however generous on fome beea- 
‘h will beftow. any part of their beparyance onthe. Britith inhali- 
ant of thélr new acquired polfefiions, while their ofd lands Mand in 
need of the fpeedielt relief; and, as they will naturally foppofe that 
Britons, who ate%o diltingnithed for their generofity and humanity, will 
not fuller. theirown countrymen to perifh for want of their affiftance ; 
the generofity-of the public at large is. therefore mott carneftly requel- 
_ed for the diftrefled inhabitants, of the iflands of St Vincent's and Domi- 
‘jiica, which are fo unhappily and peculiarly, circumftanced, that they 
cannot have any relief grantéd them by Parliament.

« On Wednefilay laft, the Neptune of this place, Willox, 
for London with falmon, was taken a few miles to the fouth- 
ward, by the Neckar privateer of Dunkirk, Capt. Tourvillier. 
They took out the crew of the Neptune, leaving the mate and 
a boy, and put a prize-mafter and three men on board of her. 
In the night they parted from the privateer, the wind blowing 
hard at'S. E. and m the morning were near Buchannefs. -The 
Frenchmen, not knowing where they were, gave charge of the 
veffel to the mate, who, being well acquainted with the coatt, 
fteered her in between a reef of outlying rocks and the land.
